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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show 
connection between bidirectional piston pump and the hydraulic accumulating power 
station, and a connection between the crane hoist and/or trolley and the plurality of 
pulley sets disposed on the headblock, and a tapered coupling as described in the 
specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

The use of the trademark FALK has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Applicant has merely listed a series of elements from the 
disclosure and has not provided a correlation between these elements. For example, it 
is unclear how the planetary transmission of lines 8-9 is connected to the hydraulic 
accumulator station. It appears that "the end of which" should be -the other end of the 
planetary transmission-
